COKcerning Cochineel, accomfanied mth fome-fuggefi- 
CHS for fnding out and freparing fuch like jujb' 
fiances out of other FegetMes, 

IT is generally believed , that the Cochineel comes out of a 
fruit called the Prickle-fear^ bearing a leafe of a filmy nature , 
and a fruit blond-red and full of Seeds, which give a Dye al- 
moft like to Brafiletto wood, that will peri/h in a few dayes by 
the Fire : But the /»/f^ engendred of this fruit or leaves, gives 
a permanent Tindure, as is generally known. 

There grows a Berry ( by report ) both in the Bermudas and 
Nerv-En^and, call'd the Summer- 1 /land- JRedmedj which Berry 
is as red as the Prickle-Peare, giving much the like tindure? 
out of which Berry come out firfl: Worms, which afterward turn 
into Flyes fomewhat bigger then the Cochineel- FJye, feeding 
on the fame Berry : In which we read, therehath been found 
a colour no whit inferior to that of the Cochineel- Flye, and 
as to Medicinal vertue much exceeding it,

For the obtaining of the laft we find the following diredions. 
VVhereas Vegetables of Tindure are either Herbs, or Woods, 
or Berries and,other Fruits •, to breed Infers out of Herhes^ dry 
them;, (for fo they yield the beft tindiure; ) otherwife ftam'p 
them, and let them dry, till they will fuffer no more juyce to run 
from theiiij (this in the Sun or in a proportionable heat: ) or

if dryedjinfure them with water in a heat for 24.houres^ then 
vapour away the water till the diffolution be as thicH as a Syrup 
(but for this' ufe ftrain them not from their feces -^ idke this 
MaflTe, and put it into an Earthen or VVoodden-Veflel eover-d with 
fome Straw or fomething elfe of that nature , that it lye not 
tQO clofe, and fo proportion the quantity to the Veffelj that the 
Air may come Ahoni, and into the Mafle ( yet not too much.) 
Then fet this vefTel in a dit'ch or pit made in the Earth in a fl>ady 
place, and put about it fome wet leaves or fome fuch putrifying 
rubbifh, and over it a board, and on that fome ftrawor the like? 
and it will produce firft a flielly husky Worm, and then a Fly of 
the Tin»aure of the Concrete, but durable and fomewhat more 
advanc'd. 

And as for Berries ^ ftamp and boyle them , evaporating them 
to the confiftence oi a Robe, and then ufe them as the for- 
mer. 

Laftly, {ox Woods y infufe them in water , being firft pulve- 
rized, and boyle out their tin^ure , and then evaporate alf© the 
Water to fuch a thicknefs, as the other, and handle them in the 
like way. The Flyes will play about the fides of the VefTel 
and the furface of the matter 5 which taken are kill'd in a warm 
pan or ftove, and fo dryed and kept.
